Senator“ éxplain Their Position. 
The repea. bill was taken up as soon as 


the Senate met and Senator Baxter was 


given the floor. He said: ‘ For about two 
years now we have heard a great deal of 
discussion through the public press and from 
other sources with reference to the advisa- 
bility of passing street.railway legislation. 
At the last session of the Assembly the bill 
which this act seeks to repeal was presented: 
members examined it carefully and studied 
it, and I, for one, paid strict attention to 
every provision in that bill. I noted all the 
criticisms made through the press with ref- 
erence to what is claimed to be vicious legis- 
lation in that bill. I have never been able 
to discover in it anything which would war- 
rant the criticisms made against it. I will 
vote for its repeal because that repéal is de- 


manded by the people of the city most af- 


fected by it.“ 

Senator Berry followed Mr... Baxter. I 
have not got a rod of street railway in my 
district,”’ said he, and with my experience 
in street railway legislation in the last two 
years I hope I never willhave. The Fortieth 
General Assembly had a large amount of 
street railway legislation before it. The 
Ctiy of Chicago would today be perhaps 
$2,000,000 better off if what was known as 
the Humphrey bill had become a law. When 
the Humphrey bill fatled we enacted this 
pill now about to be repealed. 

Chicago Legislation. 

“The repeal of this bill, in my judgment,

railways and in keeping with the enlight- | 


ened age in which we live. This subject has 
been largely a matter of personal abuse, 
and the interests involved have been lost 
sight of- in a large degree in order that 
some particular crowd or other many syc- 
ceed. Ever since I have been a ＋ 2 
of this Assembly I have noticed that at 
least one-third of all the important legis- 
lation in this State is practically started in 
the interests of Cook County and Chicago. 
I learned a long time ago that I did not 
have the time, possibly not the capacity, 
to understand the demands and needs of a 
great city like Chicago. Therefore, I think 
it has been practically the rule of a large 
majority of the members of this: body to 
vote on measures substantially asked for 
by the Representatives of Cook County. 


Says Tanner Is Misrepresented. 
Many of us have been misrepresente 
this matter; the Chief Srecuttve of the ye 
has been misrepresented. If the people of 
Chicago desire to compel the working men 
and women of Chicago to pay a full fare of 
5 cents for riding on the street cars it is not 
the fault of the Chief Executive of this State 
and it is not the fault of the General As- 
sembly. A bill has been presented by com- 
mittees in the Senate and the House provid- 
ing for a reasonable franchise for twenty- 
five years and for a reduced rate of fare. I 
believe that bill to be in the interests of the 
working people of Chicago, but it has been 
defeated by people who ought to know bet- 
ter. The Representatives of Cook County 
now ask to have the Allen law repealed and 
the old law reinstated. As I voted with 
them two years ago, I now bow to the gen- 
temen who represented that great city and 
will vote for this repeal, but I would much 


prefer to have voted for the committee bill.“ 


Question of Fare. 

“TI do not believe it impairs the dignity 
of members of this body,” said Senator 
Leeper, who spoke next, to confess mis- 
In many 
features I think it is unobjectionable, but 
there is one feature of it which Iam satis- 
fied is indefensible, and for that reason I 
am ready and willing at any time to vote 
for its repeal. This great objection applies 
with equal force to the committee bill and 
the so-called Humphrey bill. 

“The mistake was made on an assump- 
tion by the General Assembly that they 
ought, as a matter of legislation, to fix 
definitely a rate of fare: Under the Allen 
law the people of Chicago and every city 
in this State are compelled to pay five cents 
fare for twenty years. ow, while that 
would not be extravagant compensation in 
Springfield, Quincy, Peoria, and some other 


Small cities, it is certainly extravagant com- 


pensation for some of the railways in Chi- 
cago. The difficulty lies in the General As- 
sembly attempting to fix a permanent, un- 
alterable charge while it should be left, as 
strould almost all other conditions of street 
railway operation, to the local municipality 
which grants the franchise. 

“The great hue and cry that went up 
against the Allen bill in large measure over- 
looked that objection. The strongest ob- 
jection was against the city having power 
to grant franchises for fifty years. I have 
no objection to a city having this power, pro- 
vided it is within the power of the municipal- 
ity to impose conditions which will make the 
franchise a basis of service to the people and 
not a basis of a monopoly. newspapers 
claimed the Allen law subrogated the prin- 


. tiple of home rule. Now, the Allen law left 


the principle of home rule in the muntcipal- 
tty unaffected except as to that provision 
which authorized a fixed chargeof five cents 
for twenty years. That is the only part of 
the Allen law which destroyed the principle 


of home rule or the right of the municipality 


through its proper legislative channels to 
control street railways and subordinate them 
to the public welfare and render their serv- 
ice a benefit to the city and its inhabitants 
instead of a hindrance. 

“If the measure reported by the 
tee on Municipalities should become a law, 
fixing a anent rate of four cents per 
ride, it would bankrupt a large number of 
Street railways in this State. I believe there 
are several street railways in Chicago which 
would be unable to operate under that fixed 
rate. I take it that any winced 2 on the part of 


the Legislature to fix a uniform rate of fare 


for street railways is unwise exercise of the 
legislative authority. I shall vote for the 
repeal of this law, but not because I am in- 
terested in any candidate for Mayor of Chi- 
cago or because my party requests me to vote 


| that way.“ 


Humphrey Defends Allen Law. 
Senator Humphrey declared the Allen bill 
Was a bill in the interest of the people of 
hig district and that he would never vote

the people cheaper transportation,” he said. 


That is one reason why I voted for that 
measure.

State Harbor Commissioners. 


Representative Lantz today introduced a

Members of the Engineer Corps are greatly 
excited over the thing, but it would appear 
that the law simply authorizes the Presi- 


dent to do this act of injustice and does not 


direct it. So it may be presumed he will 
allow it to go by default. ae 
Allen is a Populist, who is 
prating about pernicious political influence 
and general purity in politics, but he was the 
author of this paragraph, which is said to 
be the most disreputable piece of personal 
legislation ever enacted by Congress, and he 
was sufficiently committed to it to threaten 
that if it was not passed he would hold up 
the army bill and force an extra session.

The Gathmann Gun company now has be- 
hind it a number of strong men in Chicago 
and Cleveland, and the Ohio and Illinois 
delegations in the House have united to 
protect the Chicago man’sinvention. They 
succeeded in forcing the conferees on the 
part of the House to agree that in case of a 
disagreement on this amendment the House 
should have an opportunity for a separate 
vote on this item. 

Senator Hanna, Colonel Dick, and other 
members of the Ohio delegation have been 
present at several of the tests and do not 
hesitate to say that Gathmann has, appar- 
ently, made a discovery which will revolu- 
tionize modern warfare.

The House conferees are unwilling to ac- 
cept this proposition because of the known 
hostility of the Speaker to the canal, and 
because of the admitted fact that in all 
probability the House would agree with the 
Senate on a straight vote. 

The action of the Speaker has aroused an 
immense amount of indignation at both ends 
of the Capitol, and there is a general de- 
mand in the House for a vote on this par- 
ticular proposition. The situation is such, 
however, as to render it extremely difficult 
to secure such a vote unless the Speaker is 
willing, and it now looks much as if the 
whole river and harbor bill would fail be- 
cause of Mr. Reed's opposition to this one 
item.

People Rescued from the Labrador 
Held on Skerrymoore Rock, Twelve 
Miles from Land, with Little or No 
Food—High Seas Prevent Relief 
from Reaching

a wild coast. Boats are forced to wait days 
before being able to effect a landing there. 
The population consists of three persons, 
There is little or no food for the shipwrecked 
people. The weather reports tonight indi- 
cate high winds and rough seas thereabouts. 
It may be weeks before the Filipino and 
those with him can be rescued. 


Later Details of the Wreck.

Tobermory, Scotland, March 2.—Further 
details régarding the wreck of the Labrador 
show Captain Erskine had not left its deck 
since 2 o'clock in the afternoon of Tuesday. 
The second officer was sick, but the third

it was seen that its position was perilous, as 
it was filling quickly and might slide off or 

break in two any minute. |

Most of the passengers were still in bed 
when the steamer struck, and there was 
much excitement, but the passengers were 
calmed by the assurances of the Captain, 


and all on board left the steamer in safety. 
The passengers and crew lost everything 
they possessed.

The crew of the Labrador took 
the other boats. After three and a half 
hours the boats met the steamer. Viking, 
from Norway, which took them on board. 


First Attempt at Rescue. 

Oban, March 2.—A half dozen of the res- 
cued passengers of the Labrador have ar- 
rived here from Tobormory. All speak of 
the suddenness and completeness of the 
disaster. One woman was obliged to leave 
jewelry worth $3,000 behind her, and another 
passenger, a man, left $1,500 in cash. 

The lighthouse steamer left Oban this 
afternoon to try to take off the passengers 
imprisoned in the Skerryvore lighthouse 
and te salvage the mails.

Dumas' „ Camille,” the story of Mar- 
guerite Gautier, was written in 1843. It 
was first produced in the United States by 
Miss Matilda Heron, who personally trans- 
lated and adapted it. Miss Heron appeared 
in the title role all during the 60s, and she 
has been succeeded by Clara Morris, Sarah 
Bernhardt, who played Camille * New 
York in 1880 before she had essayed the 
réle in Paris; Eleanora Duse, and Olga 
Nethersole. Miss Nethersole found Powers’ 
Theater filled when the n rose last 
night. 

It. would seem to an unprejudiced ob- 
server the position of the play is now estab- 
lished, to say the least. Some, however, 
do not appear to think so, for its morality 
is questioned with as much warmth in cer- 
tain journals as if it were enjoying its 
maiden run. 

It is evident from the subtitle, me Fate 
of a Coquette,“ the problem play had not 
received its name when Dumas wrote “ Ca- 
mille.“ Nevertheless, it is, of plays now 
produced, the pioneer in this class. and it 
perhaps owes to this circumstance as much 
as to its literary quality and dramatic con- 
struction its perennial popularity. 

Naturally there is a question of taste in- 
volved. Some do not like to go to the play 
in order to study, and surely nobody can 


‘quarrel with them. Few, however, will deny 


the opportunity for development of deeper 
dramatic feeling. afforded by the problem 
play is greater than by dramas which touch 
on the humdrum life of conventional happi- 
ness alone. 

Miss Nethersole, acting on suggestions of 
Mme. Bernhardt, is giving Camille en 
costumes, having adopted the crinoline and 
all the rest of the fashions of the 40c. The 
innovation was pleasing. 

But the changes introduced since the last 
production in Chicago extend further than 
The entire first act is ex- 
panded. In order to relieve the tension of 
the four succeeding acts the supper scene 
is made more boisterous. 

Miss Nethersole appears to best advan- 
tage in the third and fourth acts. She has 
made a most finished study of the inter- 
view with M. Duval. Her repression is ad- 
mirable. If there be even a small fault to 
criticise it would be her theatric “‘ Never! 
never! never! Ha! ha! ha! No, no, no!“ in 
this scene. 

Miss Nethersole does not attempt to fol- 
low Mme. Bernhardt in the-fourth act. She 
certainly does not rise to the same emo- 
tional heights, and it is a question whether 


she is not doing well to maintain a lower 


pitch. 

Mr. Luigi Labloche, next to Miss Nether- 
sole, made more of his part as M. Duval 
than any other member of the cast. He is 
rather assertively French, but as the scene 
of the play could not be located anywhere 
else than im Paris this will be pardoned him. 
Mr. Hamilton Revelle makes a good Comte 
de Varville. Mr. Thalberg, as usual, fails 
utterly in the attempt to make love. He 
barely avoids looking bored, even when be- 
ing kissed. On the other hand, he rises to 
his part, in feeling, at least, in the more 
stormy passages. It is a pity. so well- 
trained an actor has so little animation. 
He is an impossible Armand. One might 
think his gloomy temperament would have 
removed him from consideration. How- 
ever, the theater-going public are used to 
bad Armands. 

On the whole, the company en better 
in this play than in The Termagant ” 
„Carmen.“ The staging is superb.

LIEUTENANT STANTON THINKS HOLT- 
SLANDER PLAYED DUAL ROLE. 
Latest Theory in the Henderson Mur- 
der Mystery Is That the Ex-Actor 
Disguised His Face and Voice and 


Enacted the Part of the Alleged 


Lover, Alfred Tuller—St. Luke’s Far- 
ishioners Hire a Lawyer for the 
Suspected Janitor. 


Did Jean W. Holtslander, sus suspected of kill- 
ing blind Cora Henderson, act the dual rdéle 
of Holtslander, the protector, and Alfred 
Tuller, who won her affections and was to 
marry her? Did the ex-actor, baffied in love, 
go back to his property box and dig out flow- 


ing side whiskers and disguise his voice so as 


to be acceptable to the woman of his heart? 
On her discovery of the 2 did he slay 
Miss Henderson, because he no longer could 
hope to wed her? 

The police cannot find even a trace of Tul- 
ler. But. they know he wore side whiskers 
and had a voice that did not resemble Holts- 
lander’s. 
of Holtslander as he appeared on the stage 
as a character artist. In these picturés he 
is made up in all sorts of whiskers, includ- 
ing half a dozen kinds of side whiskers. He 
says side whiskers were the distinguishing

Find Only a Wig.

Lieutenant Stanton’s Theory. 

“TIT am being forced to the conclusion,” 
Lieutenant Stanton said last night there 
is no such person as Alfred Tuller. I have 
questioned every man and woman who at 
any time knew Cora Henderson with any. 
degree of intimacy. None has ever seen or 
heard of any such man as is described by 
Holtslander. He says the man ate dinner 
at his flat at least three times, and yet he 
knows little or nothing about him. He ex- 
plains this by saying he would not remain 
long when Tuller came and as Miss Hen- 
derson seemed to be mysterious about her 
lover he did not ask any questions. 

_“ Tuller is described as having strawberry 
blonde side whiskers and as being about 30 
years old, 5 feet 11 inches tall, and weighing 
‘about 170 pounds. If there is any such man 
in existence, he certainly went by a false 
name. But it is more reasonable to believe 
Holtslander would leave the house as Holt- 
slander and in a few moments return as 
Alfred Tuller. Holtslander is able to as- 
sume almost any dialect part. With false 
whiskers on the woman might well be de- 
ceived as to his identity. It was claimed 
dy some of her acquaintances that she could 
see a little and Holtslander no doubt wanted 
to test this. I believe the woman was de- 
ceived and Holtslander, disguised as Tuller, 
led her to believe he intended to marry her. 


Remembering Tuller’s Name. 

“She told a number of women she was 
to have been married Feb. 2. But according 
to Holtstander a quarrel arose between her 
and her tower, and the engagement was 
broken off. en they made up again, and 
as the alleged Tuller was an Episcopalian 
the marriage was postponed until after 
Lent. Holtslander declared time and time 
again he did not know the name of the man, 
but after the death of the woman he tells 


-as his name was Alfred Tuller. 


“If Holtslander did not commit this crime 
he knows who did. We are doing every- 
thing we can to find Alfred Tuller, but I 
believe Holtslander describes himself, as 
he appears in his stage pictures, when he 
describes Tuller. Holtslander formerly 
knew a Wiliam T. Tuller at Sterling, III. 


They were boys together. The blind woman 


also lived in this vicinity; and it seems 
natural Holtslander should select this name 
for the stranger who called and introduced 
himself to the woman as an old friend.“ 
Wiliam T. Tuller is a jeweler, Mving in 
Chicago. He called at the Warren Avenue 
Station yesterday, and told what he knew 
of Holtslander. He in nowise resembles the 
alleged Alfred Tuller. He said he had not 
seen Holtslander for twenty-two years. 
Mr. Tuller was taken to the Desplaines 
Street Station and confronted with the pris- 
oner. The janitor did not recognize Tuller 
until after they had been introduced. 


Mrs. Duck’s Version. 

J firmly believe there is another man in 
the case,“ said Mrs. Ernest S. Duck, 65 
Congress Park. I knew Cora Henderson 
well. Shortly before Christmas she said she 
was about to be married. I asked her if it 
was to Holtslander. This she denied indig- 
nantly, and Holtslander also denied it. I 
asked her who the man was but she refused 
to tell, saying she would introduce meina 
short time.. I asked her if I knew him, and 
she replied I might know him. She said the 
marriage was to be on Feb. 2 and according 
to the Episcopal ritual. 

„ Afterward Holtslander told me Miss 
Henderson had had a violent quarrel with 
her lover, and he was almost afraid to leave 
her alone lest she might commit suicide. I 
advised him to leave her, as I was afraid 
she might get him into some trouble. He 
told me he did not see how he could get rid 
of her, as they would not recéive her again 
in the Industrial Home for the Blind, and 
he could not turn her into the streets.” 


MRS. BECKER’S BODY NOT FOUND 


Futile Search by Police Where Confessed 
Murderer Says He Pushed His 
Wife into the Lake. 


The body of missing Theresa Becker has 
not been found, although the police spent 
four hours yesterday dragging the bottom 
of the lake front basin at the spot where 
Albert A. Becker, her husband, claims to 
have pushed her off the pier on the night 
of Jan. 27. 

Becker’s confession is still believed by In- 
spector Hunt and Captain Lavin, as far as 


Mrs. Becker’s body being in the lake is 


concerned, but both police officials are be- 
ginning to think she was dead when her 
husband threw her off the pier, and that the 
rings which Becker gave to his 17-year-old 
bride were torn from her hands by him af ter 
he had killed her. 

Every detective who worked on the case 
still sticks to the belief Mrs. Becker was

FILIPINO WRITES A VALUABLE BooK 
ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Volume Entitled “The Philippive Is- 
lands,“ by Ramon Reyes Lala, a 
Native of Manila, Contains Much In- 
teresting Information — Favors 
Amertean Annexation, but Foresees 

Trouble with the Monastic Orders 

and with the Sulu Moslems. 


OST interesting and satisfactory of 
all the books that have thus far ap-. 
peared on the Philippines is the vol- 
ume entitied Ine Philippine Is- 
lands“ written by Ramon Reyes 

Lala, a Filipino and a native of Manila. The 

book is handsomely illustrated with half- 

tone pictures showing all phases of Pilipino 

Mfe, and it briefly sketches the history of the 

islands from their discovery by Magellan in 

1521 to the taking of Manila by Dewey and 

Merritt. It is issued by the Continental 

Publishing company of New York. 

Mr. Lala is the son of a wealthy Filipino, 
and after spending his boyhood in Manila he 
Was sent to England and to Switzerland to 
get a college education, and though he has 
since visited his Asiatic home at intervals, he 
has practically been an American for almost 
a decade, and now lives in New York. He 
has for years been collecting the materials 
for this book on the customs and institutions 
of bis native country, and his scathing but 
Giapassionate descriptions of Spanish op- 
pression afford abundant reasons for his 
voluntary exile. He has welcomed the 
American occupation of the Philippines with 
joy and is an enthusiastié annexationist, 
though he regards Aguinaldo as a good deal 
of a hero and patriot. One wonders what 
Mr. Lala thinks of Aguinaido since the out- 
break of hostilities against the Americans. 
The best condensed history of the Philip- 
pines anywhere to be found occupies the 
opening chapters of the book. The stupid 
cruelties and abuses of the Spanish adminis- 
tration are tracked -through the centuries 
with surprising fairness. The author uses 
few epithets, but gives facts instead. One 
narrative of how an American was robbed, 
ruined, reduced from wealth to beggary by 
the covetous priests and the corrupt officials 
ie alone enough to set the coldest mugwump 
blood to boiling. Once, indeed, he does break 
out into denunciation with the words: Did 
any govermment ever foster a more imbecile 
and Iniquitous policy for its own damna- 
tion A few lines farther on he states the 
notorious fact that General Weyler, during 
his few months as Governor General of the 
Phi ines, succeeded in placing several 
million dollars to his credit—or, rather, to his 
dishonor. 


In a brief but illuminative chapter on the 
religious situation the author shows what a 
merciless grip the friars have upon the na- 
tives. He has often seen men flogged for 
non-attendance at mass. These religious or- 


ders have from the beginning been the worst 


menace of the islanhds—worse than all the 
robbery od the civil Officials. They have 
often been more powerful than the Jovern- 
ment, have never ceased to intrigue against 
Spain fttself, and have at various times 
usurped the governing power outright. They 
have grown immensely wealthy off the na- 
‘tives, so that they are now almost as power- 
*#ful in Luzon as they were in Mexico when 
Dias confiscated the church property. Not 
even an ishop could do anything with 
the friats. One Archbishop who attempted 
to correct abuses of the orders a few years 
ago was shortly found dead in his bed. The

One of the most valuable features of Mr. 
Lala’s book is found in his graphic descrip- 
tions of the various tribes of natives. The 
natives are divided into three large groupr— 


„ the Tagalogs, the Visayos, and the Sulus. 
Tagalogs, to which Aguinaldo belongs, | 
. are the chief tribe, both in numbers and in 


intelligence. They inhabit Luzon and the 
northern islands of the group. The Visayos 
occupy the central islands, while the Sulus 
are found in the Sulu archipelago to the 
south. There are various modifications of 
this classification, and the author throws 
much interesting light on each of thetribes. 
He calls attention to the fact that the Span- 
fards never pretended to rule more than 
about half a dozen of the main islands, and 
that there are at least 200 islands whose 
natives are as fierce and untamable as if 
there had never been a Spanish government 
in the arehipelago. 

Evidently the Sulus, who are fanatical 


_* Mohammedans, will present an interesting 


Problem of their own about the time Uncle 
Sam goes to take possession of them. Inthe 
first place, it is absolutely certain that we 
henceforth have a number of thousands of 
unconvertible Moslems in the Sulu archi- 
Delago and on the Island of Mindanao. In 
the next place, it is pretty certain that they 
will try to defy American rule quite as stub- 
bornly as they did Spanish rule. Mr. Lala 
Says that not more than one-fourth of 
Mindanao was under Spanish rule, al- 
though, by an old treaty, never enforced 


Spain claimed suzerainty over all the ter- 


ritory subject to the Sultan of Sulu.” The 
fierce and conservative nature of the Sulus 
may be expected to come out in all its vigor 
when they feel the first touch of American 
authority. 
The volume goes on to treat of all the in- 
dustries and products of the various islands, 
making as a whole an extremely valuable 
and interesting treatise. It is clearly writ- 
ten, excellently illustrated, and goes deeper 
into the home life and character of the peo- 
ple than Professor Worcester’s book, which 
is the only one that can be compared with 


that of Mr. Lala on the subject in question.

| bitter foe of the church, caused his only 


daughter to be taught by nuns and priests; 
caused her to marry Prince Linguaglossa, 
who was a pupil of the Jesuit Fathers; and 
when his mother-in-law died, hurried off 
and fetched to her side a Dominican father 
in order to administer the last sacraments. 

The object in keeping up the appearance 
of conflict between church and state is easy 
to explain. For France has repeatedly 
given the Vatican to understand that from 
the moment there is any understanding be- 
tween the King and the Pope the concordat 
will be repealed and the churth disestab- 
lished in France. 

That is to say, the French government 
will decline any longer to devote many 
millions of francs each year to the payment 
of the Roman Catholic Bishops and clergy 
within her boundaries. 

It is willing to admit the spirſtual suprem- 
acy of the Pontiff over its state-paid clergy 
as long as there is no connection between 
the Vatican and the Quirinal. 

But ft would refuse to do so any longer 
were there to be union between church and 
state in Italy, since there would always 
be a disposition to believe the Italian gov- 
ernment was making use of the spiritual in- 
fluence and power of the Popein France for 
‘the furtherance of the purely political in- 
terests of Italy. 


It is doubtful whether we shall ever hear 
anything more about the titled organ- 
grinder, or the Poulett succession case, con- 
cerning which a great deal of unnecessary 
fuss has been made. Even were the claims 
of the organ-grinder to the Barldom of Pou- 
lett admitted, it would be a barren honor, 
since ‘the estates would not go with it. 

In 1853 the Poulett estates; which are 
valued at about $5,000,000, were disentailed, 
and then resettled by the fifth Earl in con- 
junction with his eldest son. This act of 
‘settlement was specially destined to pre- 
vent any claims on the part of the organ- 
grinding Viscount.“ ; 

For the fifth Earl’s settlement expressly 
provided that, failing his own three sons, 
all of whom died unmarried, the estates 


| should be inherited by his nephew, the last 


peer, with remainder to amy son who might 
be born to him subsequently to 1853—that is 
to say, subsequent to the birth of the organ- 
grinder. 

Failing this, they were to pass to his other 
nephew, Colonel Poulett Somerset, now 

„ and his sons, of whom there are 
three. | 

From this it will be seen that there can be 
no question whatsoever as to the entire 
Poulett property and estates passing with- 
out any contest whatsoever to the last 
Earl's young son by his third wife, a boy 
about 15. 

It is probable that the guardians of the 
latter will make some financial arrange- 
ment with the organ-grinder, if they have 
not already done so, settling a certain 
amount of money upon him and upon his 
children, om condition of their renouncing 
all claims to the Earldom of Poulett, which 
would in that way pass without contest to 
the Earl's young son, who now owns the 
estates. 

At the best, the organ-grinder’s claim to 
the Earldom is of a doubtful character. 
For the old legal doctrine, according to 
which a child born in wedlock is the son of 
a husband, has beem overruled no less than 
four times during the present century by 
the House of Lords. ö 


- 

First and foremost came the claims of 
the father of Sir Francis Knollys, the Prince 
of Wales’ private secretary, to the Earldom 
of Banbury. These were denied on the 
ground that one of his ancestors, Nicholas 
Knollys, although born in wedlock, was no- 
toriously illegitimate. In consequence 
thereof no writ of summons was issued by 
the crown, either to Nicholas Knollys or to 
any of his descendants, although they con- 
"tinued to bear the title of Earl of Banbury 
until the father of Sir Francis Knollys was 
finally defeated in his legal endeavors to 
secure full legal recognition by the crown 
of his title and of his alleged rights to a 
seat in the House of Lords. 

The second case is that of Lord Gardner, 
who in 1824 made good his claim against a 
reputed son of his father by his first wife. 


| The Gardper case runs to a certain extent 


on lines with the Poulett case. The unsuc- 
cessful claimant to the Ga r peerage 
was born in wedlock on Dec. 8, 1802. But 
as his father had been out of England from 
Jan. 80 to July 10 of that year, the question 
was decided against him. That is to say, 
the Gardner claimant was born forty-four 
weeks after the departure of his alleged 
father from England, on Jan. 30. In such 
cases the extreme limit admitted by Eng- 
lish law is forty weeks. 

The third case is that of Lord Saye and 
Sele, though in that instance the rights of 
the claimant to the peerage were practical- 
ly voided from the outset by the fact that 
another man acknowledged himself to be 
his father. 

The last case occurred in 1885, and result- 
ed in the defeat of the claims of the son of 
Edith, Countess of Aylesford, to the Par- 
dom of that name. There, too, the claim- 
ant had been born in weckock. But his 
mother, Lady Aylesford, was living apart 
from her husband, the fermer Earl Joer,“ 
and the claimant was registered at Paris 
at the time of his birth as the son of the 
former Duke of Marlborough.

When displaying the value of his new de- 
vice its workings were shown startlingly 
before the inventor was ready. In placing 
@ small vase against the screen to show 
how the flowers and gilt decorations on the 
china were reproduced his right hand came 
into focus. Upon his third finger he wore 
a turquoise ring. A hand five feet long and 
broad in proportion was instantly shown on 
the canvas, The blue of the turquoise was 
reproduced exactly, the gold of the ring, too, 
was perfectly distinct. A general laugh en- 
Sued and Mr. Adams explained a more start- 
ling exhibition than that he had given. A 
friend in looking into the back of the box 
came within range and his face was re- 
fiected upon the canvas. The color of his 
eyes and hair were shown exactly. 

Mr. Adams showed a variety of objects 
and in each case the colors were distinctly 
shown. A small china butter plate, orna- 
mented with intricate designs in different 
shades of red and green showed best the 
power of his device. Small oil paintings 
were. made to look like immense canvases 
through the magnifying power of the lens. 
Vases, dolis, photographs, and a variety of 
smaller articles were placed in turn before 
the screen in the box and reflected on the 


canvas. 

The reflection corresponds exactly in ap- 
pearance with the images thrown by the or- 
dinary stereopticon with the exception that 
no plate is necessary and the details can of 
course be reproduced accurately. 

Its Uses in Bulletin Work. 

After showing a variety of miscellaneous 
objects, Mr. Adams proceeded to demon- 
strate the usefulness of his device for show- 
ing bulletins. A card was placed on the 
screen. The image wae distinct, but, of 
course, reversed, as print is reversed when 
mirrored in a glass. But Mr. Adams hada 
scheme to remedy that defect. By placing 
a second screen over the lens a second re- 
fiection was obtained, which, reversing the 
first, threw the print on the screen in its 
natural position. A number of specimens 
of printing were thusexhibited. A telegram 
placed on the screen with the second screen 
in position showed how election bulletins 
could be exhibited.

As she entered, Vaughan rose to his feet, 
but upon seeing it was Miss Marvin he re- 
sumed his seat, saying, “I didn’t know it 
was you.”

One shot took 
effect in the shoulder, one in his back, and 
the third struck a memorandum book in his 
vest pocket and did no hatm. 

Had it not been for the book, this shot 
would have caused instant death. 

Miss Marvin was immediately taken in 
charge by Sheriff Hurst, and taken to the 
hotel, where she was guarded all night.

She has always entertained a hatred for 
Vaughan, and this hatred was increased by 
her father giving him employment in the 
mill, where she was bookkeeper.
